s.o. 526 (E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (3) and 
(5) of section 30 of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following order further to amend the Tea (Distribution and 
Export) Control Order, 1957, namely 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Tea (Distribution and Export) Control 

(Amendment) Order,2000. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In clause 2 of the Tea (Distribution and Export) Control Order, 1957 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Order),: - 

(a) after sub-clause (a), the following sub-clause shall be inserted, 
namely:- 

‘ (aa) “Certificate” means certificate of origin as issued by the Tea Board or 
an officer authorised in this behalf by the Chairman, Tea Board showing 
origin of tea, which is cultivated, grown, produced and manufactured in tea 
growing areas of India;’; 

(b) after sub-clause (b), the following sub-clause shall be inserted namely:- 
‘(ba) “Dealer” mean a dealer in tea;’; 


(c) after sub-clause (d), the following sub-clause shall be inserted namely:- 
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‘(da) "Geographical indication/area” means tea growing areas of India;’; 

(d) after sub-clause (e), the following sub-clause shall be inserted namely:- 

‘(ea) “ Licensed Brokers and Auctioneers” means tea Broker and 
Auctioneers licensed by the Tea Board under the Tea (Marketing) Control 
Order,1964;’; 

(e) after sub-clause (h), the following sub-clauses shall be inserted, 
namely:- 

'(i) “Tea (Marketing) Control Order” means the Tea (Marketing) Control 
Order, 1984 notified under Section 30 of the Act. 

(j) “Tea Planters Association” means Tea Planters Association of tea 
producing areas of India; 

(k) “Tea Waste (Control) Order” means the Tea Waste (Control) Order, 
1959 notified under section 30 of the Act’ 

3. After clause 4 of the said order, the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely:- 

“4A. Application for Certificate of Origin. - Every applicant desiring to 
obtain a Certificate of Origin in respect of tea proposed to be exported or 
distributed by him shall make an application in duplicate to the Licensing 
Authority in Form AA 

4. After clause 5 of tire said order, the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely:- 

"5A. Grant and refusal of Certificate of Origin- (1) The Licensing 
Authority may, for sufficient reasons to be recorded in writing, refuse to 
grant a certificate of origin to any applicant and shall furnish him with a 
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(2) Where an application for certificate of origin is not refused under 
sub-clause (1), the Licensing Authority after being satisfied in respect of 
the identity of the applicant, the tea produced, grown and manufactured by 
him and its origin and contractual obligations which the applicant has with 
an importer of such tea, may issue a Certificate of Origin of tea to the 
applicant in Form BB.” 

5. After clause 6 of the said order, the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely:- 


“ 6A. Period of validity of Certificate of Origin- (1) The certificate of 
origin issued by the Tea Board under sub-clause (2) of clause 5A shall be 
valid only in respect of the consignment of tea to be exported or distributed 
under clause 4A. 

(2) Notwithstanding above, the certificate of origin shall be valid till the 

consignment of tea is exported/distributed for which the same has been 
granted and/or the expiry of validity of the exporter’s licence whichever is > 
earlier." 

* 

6. After clause 7A of the said order, the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely:- 

"7B. Notwithstanding anything contained in clauses 5A or clause 6A, any 
certificate of origin issued under this order may be signed by the Secretary 
' or the Controller of Licensing to the Tea Board for and on behalf of the 
Licensing Authority." 

7. After clause 12 of the said order, the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely:- 


“12A. Suspension or cancellation of Certificate of Origin. - (1) The 
Licensing Authority may, after giving the holder of a certificate an 
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opportunity of being heard, cancel or suspend the certificate on any of the 
following grounds, namely 

(a) that the certificate has been obtained by misrepresentation as to a 
material particular; 

(b) that the holder of the certificate has not observed or performed his 
contractual obligations to a foreign buyer relating to any contract for export 
or distribution of tea; 

(c) the lable or container whereof bears any statement or marks which 
makes false claim for such tea or which is false or misleading and 
deceptive in any material particular; and 

(d) that any of the provisions of this Order or Act or any other Order under 
the Act has been contravened. 

(2) In any proceeding under sub-clause (1), the licensing authority shall be 
assisted by two assessors selected by that authority. 

(3) Every order suspending or cancelling a certificate shall be in writing 
and shall specify the reasons for the suspension or cancellation and shall 
be communicated tothe holder of the certificate within fifteen days of 
passing of such order. 

(4) Where a certificate is suspended or cancelled under this Order, the 
holder of the certificate shall not be entitled to claim from the Tea Board or 
the Central Government any compensation or refund of any fee for such 
suspension or cancellation.’ 

8. For clause 13 of foe said order, following clause shall be substituted, 
namely:- 

"13. Appeal. - (1) Any person aggrieved by an order- 
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may within a period of three months from the date of such order, appeal to 
the Central Government. 

(2) the Central Government shall within a period of thirty days from the date of 
receipt of the appeal, dispose of the same and communicate the decision 
to the appellant. The decision of the Central Government shall be final.”
